country means disasters and • diffi­ 
culties that cannot be explained in 
a telegram.

“My information is, and I get it 
here on every hand, having visited 
twenty-seven counties in this state 
within the past three weeks, that 
the paper mills of the United States 
are accetping exhorbitant bids from 
foreign buyers and allowing their 
own trade to suffer.

Here are reasons why the fine, 
fresh pork tenderloins and pork 
chops, or savory ham, or crinkly 
bacon, which you enjoy for break­ 
fast, cost much more per pound 
than the market quotation on live 
hogs which you read in the 
newspaper:

DEADWOOD IX THE DEPARTMENTS 


In a report recently made public the Civil Sendee C om- 
tmssion states that on the first day of July there were 102,117 
employes in the various departments in Washington. 
In 1914 
the number of employes was only 37,908. Since the armistice 
vas signed only 14,000 employes have been released. 
“Removal is difficult," says the report, and the above fig­ 
ures prove the assertion. 
While the army was demobilizing 
more than three million soldiers the departments^ could de 
mobilize onlv fourteen thousand clerks. 
Of the 79,000 men 
added to the department payrolls by the exigencies of war 
only one of each five plus had been discharged one year after 
actual fighting had ceased. 
VV'hen Andrew Jackson was president he expressed con­ 
cern for the country whenever the number of federal em­ 
ployes should reach tho number of 60,000. 
That number has 
long ago been exceeded, and thousands are being added to J 
the payroll each year. 
Their number may not constitute a 
menace to our institutions, but their number is a very serious, 
m e n a c e td the American taxpayer. 
And there is little hope 
for relief in the near or even remote future. 
Washington fat­ 
tens from the national payroll and every citizen of Washing­ 
ton belongs to a lobby whose first purpose is to keep the num­ 
ber of employes up to the maximum. 
Meeting in such an at­ 
mosphere congress will probably remain unable to overcome 
that atmosphere and, rid the government of its accumulation 
of barnacles.

Avenida 
Francisco Madero, the main thor­ 
oughfare, dimly lighted at the best, 
looks like a blind alley 
after

o’clock and is enlivened for a few 
moments only when, shortly after 
midnight, the theater crowds hurry 
home. • There is but little after 
theatre life here. Saturday night of­ 
fers an exception for two cafes are 
open then for dancing and drinking 
with foreigners for the most part 
the patrons. 
The human owls of the 
United 
States who turn night into day, will 
find it difficult to believe that Mex­ 
ico City which has a population ap­ 
proximating 1,000.000 has no all- 
night restaurant and that after 2 
o’clock in the morning it is next to 
impossible to buy So much as a cup 
of coffee. The “Open Day aud Night” 
cafe is unknown here and early ris­ 
ers or late retirers face the alterna­ 
tive of carrying a pocket hunch or 
of Anding one of the two outdoor 
lunch stands that cater to that dis­ 
tinctive class of night workmen, the 
rtewspaper printer. These two "Pue­ 
blitos.” as they are called, consist 
merely of makeshift tents which 
cover a few boards serving as tables 
and chairs. They open for business 
at S o’clock a. rn. .and by 7 o'clock 
are hauled down. Bere one may buy 
coffee, tamales, tortillas and meat 
highly flavored with chili. 
Mexico City is not what might be 
termed a "good restaurant town."
